Najjacah is orgenized along the lines of the Lebanese youth organizations, and 
appears to have berrowed its by-laws from the Lebanese paraliel body. (Pundamental 
Yuies of the organisation of the Najjadah are attached.) 


it has not been possible to determine Najjadah's strength, inasmach as there 

are hany conflicting estimates. Al-Hawari himself indicated that the membership 
in Najjadah wos about 8,000 as of early August. General Staff Intelligence, Hq. 
Palestine, estimates the menbership at oresent at some b=? ,000, while the police, 
who are usually dependable, estimate Najjadah's strength at 5-6,000. ‘the : 
Jewish Agency Arab Department, in minimizing the movenent, indicated that their 
sources estinate its strenrtinat sane 3,000. 


The fact rewains, however, that the organization enjoys substantial menbership 
which is widely distributed over ths entire country. The organization, as such, 
does nob seem to possess arms, but certeiniy a substantial premortion of the 
merbership does om ite own arms, and, inasmuch as there is not great difficulty 
7a purchasing weapons and ammunition in small quantities, it may well be assumed 
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that the number of armed members is contimally increasing. 


Najjadah's conmander-in=chief, Muhadaiad Ning aleHawari, is ussisted by a 
Council, consisting of five mecters. The orcanization is broken into 
troops wiich appear to be commanded by group leaders with jurisdiction
